11 Ji 1 " lsh to aay ' in rolu ' tion t0 th %EF°R<>??d r power plant for your 
institution, that I will take the matter up with you upon my arrival 
in San Francisco next month. I am afraid that Mr. Healy tea got way 
beyond the possibilities of the plant in the matter of cost, unless 

we secure from Congress a direct appropriation, which is something not 
easily obtained. 

In relation to the matter of fixing up Mr. Healy'« formal 
authority for preparing these specifications, you can let that go 
until his arrival here, when -we will fix it up with him. When I 
authorized him to prepare plans it -was with the idea that the plant 
would not cost over $30,000.00, which I expected to squeeze out of the 
earnings of your mint and the contingent appropriation. 

In relation to getting the money for the roofing in the court 
yard, I thought you understood that we had to go to Congress for 
authority to make the expenditure. This is another item where the 
expense went way beyond what -was at first contemplated. T 8UCCefldad 
in getting the committee on appropriations to embody a paragraph ' 
in the Sundry Civil Bill giving us authority to use the unexpended 
money in the Parting and Refining fund for this purpose, and should 
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tha bill pass in its present fora than to will have the authority to 
use the mon&y. Of course, it will be settled ona way or tha other 
by the fourth of March.

of 999.5, contained arsenic in such proportion as to cause them con¬ 
siderable loss and annoyance, and he wanted to know if it was not 
possible in our electrolytic process to eliminate the arsenic. Just 
at this time this question was intensely interesting to me, for I had 
only a moment before submitted to Mr. Dewey the possibility of arsenic 
going over with the fine gold in the refining process in your mint, as 
it has recently been determined by a large number of assays made by 
Hr. Dewey that the presence of arsenic will cause mere trouble and s 
greater variation and* divergence in assays than any other known element.

I mention -this 
fact as a possible cause for the divergence we found in the assays of 
t::s special assay coins sent to this office from your mint, but it 
seems strange that the sane divergence in the samples should not have 
become manifest in the assay office of yonr institution. However, I 
hope that Messrs. Martin, Dewey and Eckfeldt will be able to solve 
the trouble.
